Regarding the geyser, Mr. James Duffy, 
who is employed by the Alhance and Dublin 
Consumers (Gas Company, said that in 
November, 1936, he inspected the geyser, and 
from its condition he reported the matter to 
the inspector, On 26th November the 
inspector also examined it, and told a lady in 
the house that it would be highly dangerous 
for any member of the family to use it. The 
fine pipe was defective, and did not tarry 
off the fumes. The effect was that the gas 
tumes were blown back into the room. He 
had been employed in this district by the 
Gas Company for about 25 years, and, as 
far as he knew, this geyser had not been 
fitted by his company. 

Mr. Nicholas Laftan, an mspector under 
the Gay Company, said that he had examined 
the geyser and found it to be wrongiy 
fitted. The flue pipe was too small and was 
in bad condition, The opening at the top 
was flush with the slates, whereas it should 
have been as least four feet above the slates,

as the flue was too small, and as they were 
both in bad condition. The inspector said 
that he warned Mrs, Smullen that it would 
be highly dangerous for anyone to use the 
geyser, and when Mr. Smullen called later 
to see the inspector he said that he would 
get his own man to attend to it, 


FLUE TOO SMALL 


This geyser, said the inspector, was not 
fitted by the Gas Company. It appeared to 
be about 15 years old, and from the size ol 
the flue it never could have been really 
efficient. The flue was too small to carry 
away the fumes, and owing to deposits on 
the inside of the pipe it must have become 
more inefhcient as time went on, 

OCross-examined: by Mr. Gerald Byrne, 
solicitor for the Gas Company, the witness 
said that he remembered telling Mrs. Smullen 
that he would not take a bath in the place 
for £50. Later, when Mr. Smullen was told 
that the cost of the necessary repairs would 
be about £2, he said that it was too dear, 
and since that time the Gas Company had 
heard nothing from him.

ir. Henry Hunt, of 19 Rathgar road, said 
that he-was called to 194 Rathgar road on 
Christmas morning, where he saw the dead 
body of David Smullen lying on the floor of 
the bathroom. There was a strong smell of 
gas, and the pilot jet was turned on. It was 
not lighted, and the gas was escaping freely 
into the room. The man appeared to have 
shaved and to have taken a bath. . The 
witness was of opinion that death was due 
to gas poisoning. 

Miss Annie Kedmond, a servant employed 
in the house, said that she had never heard 
anyone warn Mr, or Mrs. Smulien that the 
geyser was dangerous, nor did she ever hear 
anything about its condition. - A few years 
ago a child, aged about 12, had become weak 
in the bathroom, bit whether it was caused 
by the gas the witness did not know. She 
heard Mr. Smulien go to the bathroom at 
about five minutes to eight, and about twenty 
minutes later, as she passed the door, she 
knocked and called him. As there was no 
reply, she called for help, and later the police 
arrived, 


LYING ON THE FLOOR 


Guard Brennan said that, on finding the 
door locked, he broke a glass panel and saw 
a man lying on the floor. 

Sergeant Mason, who had also entered the 
room, said that he found the pilot gas-jet 
turned on, but said he was unable to turn 
it off as the handle was caught below the 
geyser. 

Mr. William Smullen said that during the 
fifteen years that the geyser had been in 
the house he had not noticed any smell of 
gas. it had been used before and after the 
Rs mspector’s' warning without ill-effect, 

he inspector appeared to have confused the 
overflow pipe ‘with the outlet pipe from the 
geyser. -He said that the geyser was not 
sale, but the witness did not agree with him. 
lí it had been. so- dangerous. ‘he thought thie 
inspector should have disconnected the gas 
supply. ‘There was a,crack in the outlet 
pipe, and the witness had had it fixed by 
one of his men. 


DEATH OF A CHILD 


A verdict of death from acute Weart failure 
following pneumonia. was recorded by Dr. 
J. P. Brennan, Coroner for South (County 
Dublin, at an inquest ón a two-year-old child 
vesterday. 

Mrs. Margaret Lennon. of 5 Magee’s Court. 
Dublin, said that the child had been treated 
in Harcourt street Children’s Hospital for 
pneumonia in October. The child scalded its 
arm on 16th November, but later it became 
so ill that she took it to Harcourt street 
Hospital. The hospital was closed for 
Christmas, so she took the child home and 
sent for Dr. Charles Dunlop. He ordered its 
immediate removal to St. Ultan’s Hospital, in 
Charlemont street. From there it was removed 
to the Royal City of Dublin Hospital, as 
there was fear that the child had developed 


diphtheria, and there it was found to be dead. I

YOUNG BOY KILLED 


At an inquest in Meath Hospital vesterday 
on Edward Dempsey (8), 4 Kilvine road, 
Dublin, who was run over by a Corporation 
motor car, Guard James Coffey said that on 
December 28 he saw the boy hanging on to 
a lorry and keeping pace with it. When the 
lorry was turning at the corner of Crumlin 
road and Sundrive road the bey turned to 
leave the lorry, and a motor car, meeting 
the lorry and travelling on the correct side 
at a moderate pace, struck him. The driver 
applied his brakes, but had only an im- 
perceptible moment to slow up. 

John Behan, Kimmage, said that he saw 
the boy travelling with the lorry and “ pniay- 
ing horses” with a-stick., «Witness suddenly 
heard the grinding of brakes. He saw the 
boy stretched on the road, and helped the 
driver of the private car and the Civic Guards 
to get him in the car tó be taken to hospital 
Dr. Henry Coleman, house surgeon at 
Meath Hospital, said that the body had many 
external cuts and abrasions and had tears in 
the lungs and liver. 

Mr. Thomas Palmer, 119 Lower Clanbrassil 
street, driver of the lorry, said that he was 
driving at a moderate pace on the correct 
side. He saw the motor car, driving also 
at the proper side and speed. He did not 
see the boy. 

Mr. E. Burke, driver of the car, the pro- 
perty of the Dublin Corporation, said that 
on seeing the boy he applied his brakes. The 
right ljamp of the car struck the child. 
Witness had no time to stop. 

The jury found in accordance with the 
medical evidence, and exonerated Mr. Burke. 

Dr. D. A. MacErlean, City Coroner, con- 
ducted the inquest.

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TAKEN FROM NURSING 
HOME 


The death of a four months old female 
child, taken from Regina Coeli Hosfel and 
given for custody by the baby’s mother to 
her cousin, was the subject of an inquest at 
the Adelaide Hospital yesterday, 

Teresa Conlon, 55 Cabra road, the mother, 
said that the child was born in the Coombe 
Hospital on August 1. She had gone to the 
Regima Ceoli Hostel, where the baby had 
been cared for. Later she took the baby to 
her cousin, Margaret Barton, of 25 Chaucery 
lane. 

Margaret Barton, cousin of the 
mother, said that she took the baby on 
December 22. It appeared to be delicate, She 
noticed that it was very quiet on Deecmber 
23. and she took it to the Adelaide Hospital 
and found it was dead. 

When she arrived at the Adelaide on" last 
Saturday a boy at the door told her that 
she could not see a doctor until after 
Christmas. That was why she had to come 
again on Monday. 

Mrs. Helena Owens, of Regina Ceoli, said 
that the mother had taken the baby away 
without the permission of the authorities. She 
described the health of the baby during its 
carmg in the hostel as improving all the time. 
The babies in the hostel are inspected often 
and regularly. When the mother was taking 
the baby, she (Mrs. Owens) asked her why. 
She said she was going to have it photo- 
graphed. 

Dr. KR. F. Cartan, House Surgeon, Adelaide 
Hospital, said that the baby was remarkably 
emaciated on admission and showed signs of 
pneumonia. There had also been mal. 
nutrition, and these caused the death. 

The Coroner and jury found in accord with 
the medical evidence, and added that there 
had been neglect, which was not wilful.

Professor Edward P. . Cathcea rt, C.B.E., 
M.D., D.8e., eet baw Som, BS a Ry 
fessor of Physiology, gow University, 
an address ri 4. -at the Educational 
Institute of Scotland Congress at Edinburgh, 
said $—Í have been a to speak to you 
to-day on the subject Aí Health and the 
Teacher. Although the health of the teacher 
is one of paramount importance, what 1 pro- 
pose to discuss this afternoon is the place and 
importance of the teacher in the endeavour to 
increase the health and physical well-being of 
their pupils, and ultimately of the com- 
munity as a whole. No group of men and 
women, with the single exception of the 
Health Visitors, is placed in such a strategic 
position as the teaching sion. Willy- 
nilly, practically every child in the country 
has to pass before their eyes. Moreover, they 
are dealing with that section of the com- 
munity which, even yet, beheves in superior 
authority, believes that their elders do 
possess or know something they do not. In 
other words, what a teaches says goes; it is 
a fact; it is final. You have a greater 
authority than even the parents, I sometimes 
wonder if teachers ‘grasp fully the position of 
omniscrence, of infallibility, which is thrust 
upon thei. 

Of course, you all realise, without my 
reiterating the commonplace, that uniess a 
child is ht and well it is an unsatisfactory 
pupil. Your earliest Latm tag Eo pag = 
that referring to the healthy mi in the 
healthy body. Incidentally, you probably 
only partially realise the extent to which 
the healthiness of the body may depend 
on the healthiness of the mind. The country 
as a whole now seems to have awakened to 
the fact that the physical well-being of the 
general population is not only a matter of 
interest, but of importance. Indeed, some 
have now realised that it is «= question of 
really vital importance. Why vital? 


CAUSE OF ANXIETY 


Many of you may be aware that the 
question of the size of the future population 
is one which gives rise to anxiety, A steady 
fall in the birth-rate has taken place during 
the last decades, and there is every reason to 
believe that not only will the fail continue, 
but it may even accelerate, Even now we 
have reached the stage when the pupuiation 
cannot be maintained at its prersent level. 
It is of special interest to you, as teachers, 
that this fall will be, im its earlier Stages, 
most fully manifest in the group of cluidren 
Í school age. One of the forecasts which 
has been made, without the use of any im- 
probable assumptions, gives a total population 
from 0 to 15 years for Scotland of only 34,000 
children within three generations, or 100 
vears hence. It is no Use dismissing such 
forecasts as being merely extravagant state- 
ments and maintaining that it.is impossible 
to foretell the futore with any degtee ol 
certainty where man is a factor in the calcula- 
tion. Consider for yoursel¥es some of the 
figures of the past and compare them with 
the forecasts of Dr. Charles and Dr.. Ley- 
bourne.

conditions.” Then, later, “ although 
heredity and environment may impose certain 
definite limitations, the aim of health edaca- 
tion should be to tram each individual to 
adopt such a way of living as will enable him 
to derive full enjoyment from the exercise 
of his faculties not solely for his own benefit, 
but also for the benefit of the community. 
With such a view of what real health 
means, it is obvious that the school teacher 
has a much better chance of assessing he 
physical fitness of his or her class than even 
the school medical officer, who sees the 
children only at long 
The teacher can, and 1 believe 
should, play a much greater role in the 
detection of what are onty too often re- 
garded as insignificant symptoms, nae 
evenjs of no particular moment. hese 
symptoms may be of very varying nature, 
mi defects of the eyes and ears, malaise, 
excessive lethargy, mouth breathing of 
adenoids, and so on, or they may be the 
sequéle of more severe ilinesses, such as 
scarlet fever or measles, when the child re- 
turns to school, such as slight running of 
the cars. These symptoms, commonplace and 
trivial although y may appear to be, if 
not attended to, may render the child unfit 
for life. A very large number of the re- 
jections of recrhits for the Army are due to 
conditions, such as‘ that associated with the 
ears just referred to, which, if they had been 
taken in, time in school days, might bave 
been cured. or at the very least ameliorated. 
These minor conditions also, as you can well 
imagine, act as a real handica in the 
attainment of a trulgeat state. The earlier 
such cases are referred to the school medical 
officer the better it will be for the child. 


THE OBSERVANT TEACHER 


No doubt. the school medical officer 'n 
his examination notes the more or tess 
obvious defects, bat, in the day-to-day run- 
ning of the school, defects of the types 
have been speaking of above emerge which 
can im the very nature ot things only be 
noted by the teacher. Many a child is, so to 
speak, below par for some reason or another 
without showing any of the defects commonly 
looked for. I believe, for example, that an 
observant teacher is in a better position to 
detect real states of malnutrition in the course 
of the day by day class meetings than in the 
school medical officer in his casual inspec- 
tions. There is a great deal of loose talk 
about the condition known as malnutrition 
just now, all the emphasis being laid on 
food deficiencies of some kind or another. 
Lack of food, or food even in ample amount 
but defective in quality, is not the sole 
cause of much of the so-called malnatrition. 
Many other factors are involved—lack of 
sleep, play, fresh air, happiness, etc.—all 
can play a part. Mere tallness or short- 
ness. fatness or leanness, gives but a poor 
indes of the state of nutrition. Every ote 
of. you can visualise thin, wiry children 
almost underfed am - who were among 
the best of your pupils; and again other 
children, big, fat, well-fed specimens, look- 
ing the very picture of animal health, who 
did not shine. Malnutrition, or, rather, the 
degree of malnutrition, is one of the most 
dificult of conditions to assess. Trying 
though it may be to the teacher, the quality 
of alertness, aliveness, restlessness. bi 
spirits, is part and parcel of the total pic- 
ture of fitness. What Í am trying to make 
clear to you is that in this difficult problem 
of real health sense of well being, fitness, or 
whatever you like to call the state when the 
individual is at his optimum, you have bgth 
physicel and psychical factors involved. 

Granted that we know roughly at least the 
optimum state of well-being, what part have 
the teachers to play in maintaining or striv- 
ing to attain this condijion? The 
teaching profession is no insignificant cog in 
a complex machine; it is a part of the 
main bearings. Like everyone else who has 
been set the impossible task of cramming a 
quart into a pint pot, you grodge every hour 
that is taken from the work by which your 
metits as teachers are too often judged—the 
success of your pupils in examinations, Yet 
you have to meet increasing demands to let 
your classes off for physical training, which 
so far has escaped the curse of set examina- 
tion. No one really questions the valne of 
physical training; even the most academic 
of teachers, gives it lip-service at least. It is 
recogmised that a certain amount of physical 
exercise is good for children. But it is easy 
to damn physical training with faint praise. 
Mach depends off the attitude of the ordinary 
tewcher. As | have already pointed, 
“ teacher says " is a most potent spell, Chil- 
dren. quickly and readily, in some intuitive 
fashion, assess the real opinion of the teacher. 
This may easily make or mar the enthusiasm 
of their pupils for school physical training. 
Unless the pupils realiy co-operate in physical 
thaiming classes, the training is just so much 
waste time. The Report of the Scottish 
Health Services Committee shows that the 
Committee were alive to the potency of the 
teacher factor in the problem. They stated 
that “the results will fall far short of what 
might be attained unless class teachers are 
not only properly instructed in the physiology 
as well as the psychology of the growing 
child, but are given ample opportumity dur- 
ing their course of training of ex riencing 
In their own persons the value ama 
training and healthy living. Only those who 
are convinced of the value of healthy living 
and those who present in person the advant- 
ages accruing from its practice will be effec- 
tive teachers of the subject.”

EDUCATION 'S

In the field of education the year has one 
outstanding achievement to record—the Go- 
vernment's promise made in the Education 
Act to raise the achool-leavin age to 
fifteen.

is over forty, represent a grave discrepancy 
between educational theory and educational 
practice. 


HOPE FOR DISTRESSED 
AREAS 


The increased employment enjoved by the 
country generally was not. unfortunately, 
shared by the distressed areas to any appre. 
ciable extent. Fresh legislation to be in- 
troduced in the new year will endeavour to 
provide new industries in those areas.

Sport on the -WsC arshes 


A Wexford friend tells me that wild 
bird life along the coast is now at its 
best. The mild winter has helped the 
birds, and they are in splendid condition. 
In cold, frosty weather they suffer great 
hardships owing to the scarcity of food. 

Flocks of wild geese, widgeon, mallards, 
teal, snipe and curlews haunt the shallow 
pools in the marshes. Brent geese, teal 
and widgeon also feed on the marine 
grasses which are uncovered at low water ; 
and wildfowlers, lying low in «punts; 
camouflaged with reeds and equipped 
with punt guns, spend hours patiently 
Manceuvring their craft until they get 
within range of the unsuspecting birds. 

The full moon on December 28th has 
given sportsmen an opportunity of showing 
their skill during the Christmas holidays. 
and, if the nights are not marred by dark 
clouds, there should be many well-filled 
bags of game birds winged by the magic 
light of the moon.

Faked Antiques 


Your recent reference to the flair for 
the antique in furnishing reminds me 
(writes a correspondent) that many enter- 
prising people are now taking steps to 
supply this demand. During the past few 
years I have inspected many examples of 
the skill of the modern faker. On one 
occasion an expert showed me _ recently 
manufactured silverware which appeared 
to me to be old silver bearing a Dublin 
hallmark. The trick, he explained, is to 
eut the hallmark from a piece of old 
silver, and insert it in a massive 
““ antique ”’ silver article. Modern manu- 
facturing methods enable this dodge to be 
performed so skilfully that only an expert 
can detect it. Old furniture is also faked. 
The wood is undoubtedly yery old, but the 
article itself is probably manufactured, or, 
gather, assembled, by a skilled craftsman 
capable of imitating any period furniture. 
The other day I inspected a sideboard 
alleged to be 120 years old, and I must 
admit that it appeared to me to be 
genuine. The dealer, however, told me 
that he purchased the original sideboard 
in a Dublin tenement for 30s.

Metropolitan Dublin 


We approach the end of another year; 
another year during which the face of 
Dublin has shown little change. Yet it 
has been a memorable year, if only because 
of the new light which it has thrown 
upon our city’s problems. The census 
figures that appeared last May have cast 
all the plans of our municipal rulers into 
the melting pot. If the population of 
Dublin City is increasing at a rate of ten 
thousand souls a year, it follows that the 
present rate of rehousing is sadly 
insufficient to cope with the city’s growth, 
and that every year the slum problem 
must become more and more serious. The 
public conscience has received a severe jolt 
from these census revelations during 1936 ; 
and there are clear signs that the Cor- 
poration has wakened to the realisation 
that its existing schemes of housing, 
ambitious as they are, must be expanded 
greatly. Even if the city’s population 
were static, it still would be a formidable 
undertaking to abolish the slums and to 
replace them by decent houses; but the 
increase of population is so rapid that 
we cannot blame the City Fathers if they 
are bewildered by the magnitude of their 
task, and do not know where to begin. 
In the circumstances, the need of a 
strategy is self-evident. We must face the 
fact that nothing less than 30,000 new 
dwellings will satisfy the city’s immediate 
requirements. It would be as easy to 
check the inundations of the Nile by 
throwing stones into the current as to 
solve this cruel need of houses by building 
a street here and a block of flats there. 
The census has taught us that we must 
think in thousands, rather than in 
hundreds, of dwellings; in terms of 
satellite communities, rather than of 
streets; in square miles, rather than in 
acres. It is useless, as well as wasteful, 
to seize avidly upon every little plot of 
unused land and to erect houses on it. 
Instead, we must take down the map of 
Dublin, city and county, and plan our 
campaign with all the care that a General 
employs when attacking over a front of 
very many miles. In a word, we no 
longer can dump houses just wherever 
Dublin affords them a little room; we 
must extend Dublin’s area to accommodate 
them. 

The Corporation is not yet fully alive 
to this need of a strategy. If it were so, 
it would have silenced, once and for all, 
the few lingering advocates of the ‘‘ block 
flat ’’ system of re-housing. Geographically, 
Dublin is at liberty to expand almost 
without limit in several directions, Is 
there any reason, therefore, why, having 
cleared of slums a site in the city centre, 
we should “warehouse” the dispossessed 
people in block flats upon the same site? 
Surely our duty is to use those abandoned 
sites for car parks, public enclosures, 
public buildings, and to transfer the slum. 
dwellers to healthy homes on the outskirts 
of the city. The physical and moral benefit 
of separate homes is indisputable. Block 
flats, in the centre of a city, are un- 
healthy ; they degenerate rapidly into new 
slums; they are forcing-grounds of dis 
content and revolt; they have not even 
the virtue of cheapness—for, room against 
room, they cost a great deal more than 
suburban. cottages. Furthermore, as the 
Special Correspondent whose series of 
articles on “ Greater Dublin ' concludes 
in these columns to-day recalls, it has 
been admitted that the building of block 
flats in Dublin is attended by lamentable 
delays. At the best, block flats represent 
merely a trifling with the city’s housing 
problem, and it is high time that we 
should discard them, and adopt, instead, as 
our watchword—‘‘Expansion,”” Let 1957, 
improving on 1936, see the adoption of a 
real civic strategy. Recently we had 
occasion to congratulate the Corporation 
on its purchase of the 480 acres of the 
St..Anne’s Estate, near Clontarf. Is it 
too much to hope that this splendid estate, 
which has been laid out and adorned with 
so much care and at so great expense, will 
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demands a standard oí services which 
Dublin does not enjoy. She can enjoy 
them only if her administrators are willing 
They need not fear for their 
balance-sheets: the balance-sheets will be 
quick to show the benefits of a truly 
metropolitan outlook. 


Bread and Butter 


A visitor from England, who returned 
to his adopted land after Christmas in 
Ireland, remarked that what he enjoyed 
most, during his stay among us, was the 
bread and the butter. This seemingly un- 
romantic word of praise needs elaboration. 
It is home-made bread and home-made 
butter that delight the home-comer, after 
long residence in a country where the like 
is hard to get; and they delight him by 
what they signify in domestic welfare and 
old, strong ways, as well as by their 
wholesomeness and toothsome quality. 
Mr. Anthony Armstrong, the humorous 
writer, tells in a recent book how he 
retired, on a small fortune, to a Sabine 
home in Surrey ; yet, dwelling in the midst 
of splendid pastures, he says that he is 
unable to buy tarm produce on the spot. 
He can get country food only when he 
goes up to Lon‘ion and brings it back with 
him to the country! Such is the state of 
affairs across the Channel to which Ire- 
land still offers a refreshing contrast. How 
long will our country retain her Sabine 
freshness? If a halt is not called soon to 
the tendency of the last ten years, it will 
be gone in another ten, and visitors wil! 
come to the Irish countryside expecting 
home-made bread and butter in vain, It 
is claimed by Mr. Stephen Gwynn, in a 
well-known guide to Ireland, that, 
although Irish cookery is often crude, 
every Irish household can offer one assured 
dainty—every Irish housewife can bake. 
Whatever disappointment is before you, 
Mr, Gwynn says, you may be sure of sati«- 
faction in the cake of home-made bread 
that is set on the table. Till yesterday 
he was right. Wherever home baking goes 
on, Ire.and offers bread of the best that 
is known ; it seems to be pan de trastrigo, 
to,quote the Spanish phrase for bread in- 
comparable. Yet home baking is dying. 
The Irish Women Workers’ Union does 
not approve of it. The Free State Govern- 
ment does little or nothing to encourage 


_the local milling on which home-made 


bread depends for its perfection. By this 
sad change, for the labouring population, 
the cost of living is multiplied, and the 
nourishment of families is lowered. The 
true partner of home-made bread is butter 
from the farm dairy; they ought to be 
inseparable, like man and wife. What is 
the state of home dairying in Ireland 
now! It is penalised. The Free State 
Departinent: of Agriculture has set its 
hand to its destruction. Home-made 
butter is taxed; it is stamped with the 
mark of official displeasure; already it 
has become almost unsaleable in districts 
where formerly it abounded. This implies 
a disability to those peasant areas of 
Ulster and Connaught and the small-hold- 
ing parts of Munster which are the best 
populated parts of our countryside. They 
are taxed in the supposed interests of 
others. Only the regions of wide pastures 
and machinery gain. A source of strength 
to the race is lost by Dr. Ryan's 
measure, The health of children and the 
delight of persons of natural taste are 
sacrificed. Home-made bread and butter 
are sent away from the nation’s table, and 
we are directed towards a state like that 
of Mr. Armstrong's Surrey, wherein, if 
we want the wholesome and inexpensive 
food of former times, we must seek it in 
some expensive shop for cranks in the 
capital. 


Post Office Records 


Now that ‘Christmas is over it is possible 
2 form a fairly accurate idea of the fillip 
which was given to trade generally in these 
islands by the remarkable activities of the 
festive season. ' Figures that have been 
issued by the General Post Office in 
England tell a really astonishing story. 
Ever since 1931, the year in which the 
great depression began to make itself felt. | 
there has been a steady increase in Post 
Office business at Christmas time; but 
this year there was a regular lea 
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everybody has it. Because of these two 
facts, the wretched creature who is semi- 
delirious, in dreadful pain, and dying, can 
expect no tiny portion of that sympathy 
for which the soul is yearning. The 
Christmas celebrations are but lately past. 
Might it not be that during those celebra- 
tions the present sufferer indulged himself 
carelessly in crystallised fruits or “é 
figs—not to lay the baser charge in- 
temperance? If this indulgence should be 
a fact, it would be sinful to condone it 
with the offer of consolation. Accordingly, 
there is no sympathy. To take the second 
case. In a roomful of robustly healthy 
men, perhaps there is one who is blue in 
the face, and breathing with painful rasp- 
ings. His astonishing appearance will not 
be oterlooked by his more fortunate 
fellows, and amid a good deal of hearty 
laughter there may be some quite kindly 
enquiries about the state of his health ; 
but fill that room with twenty influenza 
patients, and nineteen of them might die 
without provoking the concern of him who 
was spared. When one's own head is 
swelling slowly but purposefully, when 
one’s own joints are filled with broken 
glass, and when one’s own eyes are boiling 
beneath their brows, the presence of iden- 
tical symptoms in everybody else provokes 
not sympathy, but impatience. It may be 
that everybody else has influenza, and, 
indeed, they may be suffering severely, but 
it just so happens that they are not as ill 
as you are. Viewing the thing in the 
round, it is nearly incredible that such a 
state of affairs should exist—but there you 
are, it does. Accordingly, there is no 


sympathy.

When 
approached on the matter they declined to 
make any statement, but it is more or less 
common knowledge that home-grown 
tobacco is unsuited for use except in some 
of the cheapest plugs. For the average 
smoker the home product is much too 
strong in its purity. 

From the Free State Exchequer point of 
view, the home-grown tobacco industry is 
4 comparatively small item. In the year 
ended ólst March, 1936, the net Excise 
duty receipts from growers was £228 15s.. 
while in the previous year the amount of 
Excise duty paid by growers was £516.

As regards house-building there is very 
little doubt that output can be maintained 
In a statement 
published to-day Sir Harold Bellman, the 
the Building Societies’ 
Association, considers that we may not be 
remote from some gradual falling off in 
building by private enterprise, which has 
been the mainspring of the recent housing 
boom. 
More serious than any possibility of a 
large decline in the output of houses is 
the possibility of a rise in housing costs. 
Commodity prices have recently risen 
sharply, and the rise must sooner or later 
be reflected in the price of houses which 
is, in fact, already tending to increase. 
Last September the average level of the 
wholesale gs oí building materials 


was already the highest since De- 
cember, 1950, and during the past 
two months the rise has been 


accentuated and accelerated. This increase 
in costs recalls the warning which was 
uttered in these columns four years ago, 
when the lines of general housing policy 
were under consideration by the Govern- 
ment of the day. It was then pointed out 
that low costs were essential to success in 
achieving a large output of houses to let 
at rents within reach of the lower paid 
Wage-earners, who needed them most. 
The effect of high housing costs, if 
reflected in high rents, may be to absorb 
far too hich a proportion of the tenant's 
income. If that h ns, either poor 
families remain in distress, in spite of 
better housing conditions, or the balance 
of the wage structure in this country must 
be seriously upset, with grave results 
upon the genera! level of prices and upon 
competitive power. 
In the matter of housing costs and of 
rents certain precautions have already 
been taken, such as the setting-up of 
advisory committees and the grant of per- 
mission to loca] authorities to the 
subsidies derived from various Housing 
Acts. But the possibility that the gae 
mentioned will arise in future should 
examined in good time, so that additional 
measures may be taken to avert them, if 
necessary.

When 
approached on the matter they declined to 
make any statement, but it is more or Jess 
common knowledge that home-grown 
tobacco is unsuited for use except in some 
of the cheapest plugs. For the average 
smoker the home product is much too 
strong in its purity. 

From the Free State Exchequer point of 
view, the home-grown tobacco industry is 
a comparatively small item. In the year 
ended Slst March, 1936, the net Excise 
duty receipts from growers was £228 15s.. 
while in the previous year the amount of 
Excise duty. paid by growers was £516. 
Excise duty paid by tobacco manufac- 
turers, on the other hand, increased from 
£341 5s. to £351 15s, during the year 
1955-36. . The heaviest source of Excise 
revenue in connection with tobacco came 
from tobacco dealers. Last year it was 
£12,150 15s., as against £12,217 13s. 8d. 
in te previous year. 


TOBACCO IMPORTS 


The importance of tobacco imports as a 
source of revenue can be seen from the 
fact that in 1935-6 the gross Custo'ns 
receipts amounted to £4,781,110 19s, 2d. 
Drawbacks, rebates, repayments and 
allowances amounted to £605,418 4s. 8d., 
leaving a net sum of £4,175,692 14s. 6d. 
in the Free State Exchequer. In the pre- 
ceding yerr the gross Customs receipts on 
tobacco and snuff were £4,228,737 3s. 2d. 
On this there were drawbacks, repayments 
and allowances amounting to £550,050 &s., 
leaving a net total of £3,678,686 14s. 5d.

Ts Pope's condition took a turn for 
the worse to-night. It is feared that 
he has developed the first symptoms of 
thrombosis (blood clot), as the result of 
the varicose veins in his left leg. This 
condition is recognised as dangerous, and 
he is obliged to keep very quietsin bed. 
The leg is giving him great pain, which 
was aggravated to-day by a sharp attack of 
neuritis. 

Dr. Milani applied electrical treatment 
to the leg, but this does not a r to 
have had much effect. He is also keeping 
an anxious watch on the condition of the 
Pope's heart. This is stated to be bearing 
up well so far. 


LACK OF SLEEP 


Fortunately the Pontiff has not suffered 
from asthma, except in the early hours of 
the morning, and this has lessened the 
strain on the heart. Officially the Pope's 
condition is described as “ stationary,” 
but the lack of sleep, due to pain in 
his leg, is weakening him. 

There was an atmosphere of pessimism 
in the Vatican to-night. 

Orders have been given to all religious 
institutions to offer up special prayers 
for His Holiness, but this order has not 
yet been extended to churches in order 
not to arouse alarm. 

This morning the Pope was able to re- 
ceive Cardinal Pacelli, the Papal Secretary 
of State, for the transaction of the usual 
business. He also received Cardinal 
Laurenti, the Prefect of the Congregation 
of Rights.

HOUSING COSTS

The Times observes in an editorial 
article to<iay:—The Ministry of Health 
issued yesterday the housing returns for 
the year and for the half-year ended on 
September 30, 1936. The figures show 
that the number of houses built during the 
full year is the highest ever recorded, and 
that upon the date mentioned over one- 
third of the houses required to complete 
the slum clearance campaign had re: 
erected. 

As regards house-building there is very 
little doubt that output can be maintained 
on a satisfactory scale. In a statement 
published to-day Sir Harold Bellman, the 
Chairman of the Building Societies’ 
Association, considers that we may not be 
remote from some gradual falling off in 
building by private enterprise, which has 
been the mainspring of the recent housing 
boom. 

More serious than any possibility of a 
large decline in the output of houses is 
the possibility of a rise in housing costs. 
Commodity prices have recently risen 
sharply, and the rise must sooner or later 
be reflected in the price of houses which 
is, in fact, already tending to increase. 
Last September the average level of the 
wholesale ge of building materials 


was already the highest since De- 
cember, 1950, and during the st 
two months the rise has _ a 


accentuated and accelerated. This increase 
in costs recalls the warning which was 
uttered in these columns four years ago, 
when the lines of general housing policy 
were under consideration by the Govern- 
ment of the day. It was then pointed out 
that low costs were essential to success in 
achieving a large output of houses to let 
at rents within reach of the lower paid 
wage-earners, who needed them most. 
The effect of high housing costs, if 
reflected in high rents, may be to absorb 
far too hich a proportion of the tenant's 
income. If that happens, either poor 
families remain in distress, in spite of 
better housing conditions, or the balance 
of the wage structure in this country must 
be seriously upset, with grave results 
upon the general level of prices and upon 
competitive power.

But the possibility that the da 
mentioned will arise in future should 
examined in good time, so that additional 
measures may be taken to avert them, if 
necessary.

STRONG NAVY'S EFFECT 


ON WORLD PEACE 


— ee 


R. F. E. Rebbeck, D.L., President 
M of the Shipbuilding Employers’ 
Federation, writing in the Glasgow 
Herald's annual trade supplement, says :— 
Two main factors have undoubtedly operated 
in producing the satisfactory conditions pre- 
veiling in British oe at the present 
time. Pride of place must be given to the 
results emanating from the fuller develop- 
ment by the British Government of ther 
naval and merchant shipping policy. This 
licy has been ran te give the home- 
land and the Empire not only the sure shield 
of a really effective and modernised Navy, 
but a Navy which will be adequate to dis- 
charge its responsibility im international 
affairs, and be capable also of affording the 
protection necessary to re-create conditions 
of confidence in the minds of all sections of 
the merchant navy. It is not an exaggera- 
tion to say that a strong and efficient British 
Navy is the greatest assurance of peace 
throughout the world. 

The series of practical steps taken by our 
Government in recent times to give direct 
and indirect help to commercial shipping has 
resuited in @ large volume of orders for new 
merchant ships. In the first place, the 
timely support given to the Cunard-White 
Star merger plans made possible the wonder- 
ful achievement of the Queen Mary in regain- 
ing for Great Britain and the Empire the 
blue riband of the Atlantic. Another helpful 
feature has been the dec'aration by the 
Government of support for British and 
Empire passenger and cargo lines operating 
in the Pacific. This is indicated by their 
decision to confer, through the Imperial 
Shipping Committee, with the Dominions 
affected on thg measures necessary to place 
the British lines operating in Eastern waters 
on, at least, equal terms with the foreign 
subsidised shipping companies, who had 
been rendering the trading operation of these 
companies hopelessly uneconomical. 


TRAMP TONNAGE SUBSIDY 


Next in importance has been the introduc- 
tion and continuation of the subsidy for tramp 
tonnage, conditional on the establishment of 
co-operation within the shipping industry to 
improve freight levels and eliminate price- 
cutting. The amazing increase in the con- 
fidence of tramp ship owners, who are now 
enjoying through such co-operation higher 
freights, has stimulated them to place very 
valuable orders in the cargo shipbuilding dis- 
tricts. 

Finally, the scrap-and-build scheme, not- 
withstanding all the criticisms levelled against 
it, also proved of value during 1936 to cer- 
tain cargo shipowners and shipbuilding 
centres, particularly on the North-East coast 
of England, ahead of the revival and at a 
time when ordering on a normal commercial 
basis was at a standstill. The value of these 
orders from the point of view of employment 
and preservation of skill has enabled a con- 
siderable number of workpeople on the North- 
East coast to play a much more effective part 
im relation to the recently placed cargo ship 
contracts, which have gone to that district, 
independently of the scrap-and-build scheme. 

Self help within the shipbuilding industry 
is the other predominating factor influencing 
the brighter outlook. The more economical 
concentration of production following from 
the rationalisation werk undertaken by the 
National Shipbuilders’ Security has made 
British shipbuilding a more compact and 
efficient industry. 

The technical improvements periected dur- 
ing the years of depression, and the increased 
specialisation on the part of individual firms 
have sulted in more economical production 
metho which have done much to attract 
to the Yards the present volume of shipbuild- 
ing work of every class. 

In spite of the criticisms of the National 
Shipbuilders’ Security, which have recently 
heen revived hy people mostly quite un- 
familiar with the past history and present 
state of shipbuilding in this country. the 
workpeople are seeing and realising the bene- 
fits which have resulted from the concentra- 
tion scheme.

FAILS 


WOMAN MOTORIST FINED

When Mrs. Lilian McBride (51). cf 
independent means, residing at Overbury 
road, Parkstone. Dorset, was charged before 
the Bournemouth magistrates yesterday with 
being under the influence of drink to such 
an extent as not to have proper control of 
her motor car, it was contended in evidence 
on her behalf that her condition might have 
been due to concussion from a blow on the 
head, received when her car collided with 
some trees. 

Medical evidence was given to the effect 
that the condition of a person suffering from 
concussion was often very similar to the con- 
dition of a person under the influence of 
drink. 

Mrs. McBride pleaded not guilty, but was 
fined £25, with £1 16s. 6d. costs, her licence 


being suspended for a vear. ' 

Police Constable Frowde said that he 
found Mrs. McBride's car unattended at 
Boscombe, with the headhghts on. It had 
apparently collided» with some trees 
bordering the edge of the pavtment. 
Mrs. McBride came from a house nearby. 
She was very unsteady on her feet, 
smelt strongly of drink, rambled in her 
talk, and insistently spoke of another 


car travelling four times as fast as hers, 
which had collided with her. She was 
definitely under the influence of drink. 

Mrs. McBride, in evidence. said that she 
could remember everything she did until! she 
collided with the trees. When the collision 
occurred “‘ great big lights” came in front 
of her eyes, and she supposed she must have 
thought she had seen the headlights of 
another car. Her head was so affected by 


the buntp that she remembered nothing 
further. 
Dr. B. W. Goldstone, Mrs. McBride's 


doctor, said that when he examined her at 
the police station early on Christmas morning 
he formed the tentative conclusion that she 
was under the influence of alcohol, and was 
not fit to drive a car. Two days later, when 
he saw the bruise on her head and looked 
into the matter, he found that drunkenness 
could very often be closely similar to con- 
cussion—so much so that it would deceive 
the most expert medical man. In conjunction 
with the story of the strong headlights, he 
then formed the opinion that, while she had 
been drinking. her symptoms also conformed 
to those of concussion. 

Dr. Simmons, the police surgeon, said that 
he saw no symptoms suggesting for one 
moment that Mrs. McBride was suffering 
from concussion. He knew that it was quite 
easy to mistake certain forms of drunkenness 
for concussion, but she showed no evidence 
that would make him feel there was any 
doubt that her condition was due to the 
excitement of the alcohol.

Let us take a look at the political geo- 
raphy of the Mediterranean. As eve y 
nows. it has two exits, both of which are 
controlled by the British—the Straits o 
Gibraltar at the westerw end and Port Said 
at the easteri end, where one enters the 
Suez Canal. It has three, if you count the 
Dardanelles; for this Strait brings you by 
way of Constantinople and the ge 
into the Black The European Powers 
with frontiers on the are 
Spain, France, Italy, Jugoslavia, Albania, 
Greece and Turkey. In the extreme East 
‘ou have Asia Minox, which is now wholl 
Turkish, and contains the new ca : 
Angora; Syria, which is emerging from her 
status of a mandated territory to become 
an gi State in alliance with France ; 
and Palestine, which is administered under 
a British mandate. The soutlem shore of 
the Mediterranean is the coast of 
Africa. A _ relatively thin strip has been 
colonised by the European Powers, bounded 
by the Atlas Mountains, beyond which there 
is desert. Reading from West to East, 
you have Motoces; in which there 
are French and 5 Protectorates ; 
Algeria acd Tunisia, which ate French; 
and Libya, which is Italian. On the eastern 
side, Libya has a common frontier with 
Egypt; and this formed one of the danger 
points during the recent tension arising out 
of Italy's war in Abyssinia. Italy was the 
last of the European Powers to get a footing 
in North Africa It was not until 1912 thar 
she succeeded in annexing Tripoli and 
Cyrenaica, during her war with Turkey. She 
re-named the new colony Libya, after the old 
Roman province. You will notice that about 
the middle of the Mediterranean Sicily comes 
pretty close to Tunis. This part of the sea 
is only about half as far again as from Dublin 
to Holyhead, and it serves to divide it inte 
the Eastern Mediterranean and the Western 
Mediterranean. . 


THREE INTERESTS 


What are Britain's interests in this part 
of the world! The Suez Canal, aml & 
1869, has made of the Middle Sea a great 
highway which is essential to the British 
Commonwealth and to the British : 
for it is the natural route to Indie, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand wad all Britain's out- 
lying possessions in the Eastern Hemisphere. 
She must, therefore, be sufficiently strong to 
ensure the through traffic of her passenger 
and cargo vessels in time of peace, and also 
of her warships and transports in time of war 
or strained relations 

What are France's interests! For her 
siso it is a great highway to her colonies 
in East Africa and in the Far East. But 
she must also keep opem her communica- 
tions from her Mediterranean /:ftoral to Cor- 
sica, Algiers, Tunis and Morocco. 

What are Itaty’s interests’ Signor Mus 
solini said, in his Milan speech last month, 
that the Mediterranean is not a route, but 
life itself, & far as ir) 

Obviously, he is quite right. Italy is prac- 
tically an island, and four-fifths of her 
frontier are wa Mediterranean. 
Her important towns are all on the coast,

The most recent acquisition of Italy is 
one of the most important, though it has 
attracted v little attention. On the 7th 
January, 1935, M. Laval signed an Agree- 
ment with Signor Mussolini ion. Rome. One 
of the provisions of this Agreement (at the 
time thought to be a mipor one) was the 
cession by France to Italy bf the tiny island 
of Doumetrah, in the Red Sea. Nok at 
that time s Signor Mussolini's de- 
signs on Abyssinia, but the resul t iw that 
the Italians now possess at a vital st 
point a naval base from which may 
threatened the French and British limes of 
communication to the Far East 

It will thus be seen that within a com- 
paratively short space of time lTtaly has 
worked out a Mediterranean system which 
to some extent co sates for the fact that 
the two exits ave in British hands. In the 
Western Mediterranean, however, she is still 
weak; and whether the admitted presence of 
a number of her nationals in the Balearic 
Islands at the present time has any connec- 
tion with her ———— policy is a thing

FRENCH AND BRITISH 


REPLY 


What has been the French and British 
reply to all this activity? They have both 
strengthened their naval and air defences, so 
jar as they are able to do so within the 
framework df the London Naval Treaty, to 
which Italy was not a party. Malta presents 
a difficult problem for England. It is the 
} headquarters of thew Mearterranean ; 
and they have recently announced that they 
intend to maintain It as such, As it is 
almost within sight of Sicily, it is ex- 
oe pig rom the air. Bat Malte ia 
ar of soft stone, in which ma 
haagars could be constructed cheaply end 
with ease for the safe housing of a force of 
aeroplanes for counter-attack. Possibly by 
some such method the British will solve their 
difficulty. In Cyorus they possess an asset 
of incalculable potential value. This island, 
no less than thirty times the size of Malta, 
is already on the main Imperial Airways 
route to the East. It ts admirably suited for 
both ses-planes and lend-planes, and it is 
not near any potentially hostile territory. 
For the Uritish to make a large naval base 
thers would be much easier than for the 
Italians to make 4 similar base at Rhodes.
